My taxes this year are 
$523, - last year they were 
$399, When I first came 
to St, Albert in 1960 they 
were $292, My difficulty is 
that my income has not in- 
creased by 75% to keep pace, 

If this sounds like an “‘l 
told you so’’ letter, that is 
because it ts! 

In the recent municipal 
propaganda | read the foll- 
owing: “If we compare with 
Edmonton’s 52 mills our 
rate looks grim, St, Albert 
does not get the equivalent 
of 19 mills in utility revenue 

and that makes quite a diff- 
erence,”’ (Prof, Bakker.) 

“If the provincial muni- 
cipal experts had paid atten- 
tion to the evidence in the 
1956 Alberta McNally Com- 
mission report on metropol- 
itan development, they would 
have realized that sky- 
rocketing taxes would result 
when town development of 
low and average price homes, 
no industry, municipal own- 
ership of money-losing 
water and sewer utilities, 
and private ownership of 
profitable electric, tele- 
phone and gas utilities was 
allowed’’, (Mr, Wheatley) 

When i said that during 
the provincial election in 
May, I was called a $%!°* 
& Socialist! Perhaps these 
two candidates should have 
Supported the N.D,P, during 
the receat campaign - they 
are now repeating our pro- 
cramme, : 

The fault lies with the 
Provincial Government 
which in my opinion ts 
formed of men who are 50 
years behind the times in 
their thinking, 

I have sald !t before, and 
I say it again - St, Albert Is 
not the same as other towns, 
It will never attract industry 
because ft is too close to 
Edmonton, The policy of the 
Social Credit government 
forces the town of St, Albert 
to compete with the big corp- 
oration - Edmonton, We re- 
celved the results of this 
little bit of private enter- 
prise in our mail last week! 

We in St, Albert need a 
straight cash grant from 
the provincial government

What the government does 
not realize is that our people 
work in Edmonton, 4nd for 
that matter, all over North- 
ern Alberta, Their work 
creates business in Edmon-

When these businesses 
pay taxes, who gets them?

We need a provincial, or

However, there may not be 
another provincial election

the last few years, This is 
perhaps contrary to what 
Mr, Cass (Letter to the 
Editor, Oct, 1 edition) and 
some other prominent citi- 
zens would have us do, How 
anybody can be calm when 
faced with a mill rate of 73 
is certainly beyond my 
comprehension, 

With regard to the poss- 
ibility of our Community 
becoming a part of the Ed- 
monton Metropolitan Area, 
I am certain that no one in 
St, Albert wants amalgama- 
tion with Edmonton just for 
the sake of amalgamating, 
On the other hand, | am 
resonably confident that 99% 
of our cit*sens are looking 
for some relief from a tax- 
ation burden which to the 
average Wageparner is be- 
coming more than unbear- 
able, The means by which 
this is to be accomplished 
{is a question which will 
certainly give our civic ad- 
ministration som ething to 
think about in the weeks and 
months ahead, Unless this 
problem is resolved, it is 
a foregone conclusion that 
many residents will bedriv- 
en out, and few residential 
or commercial Interests 
will be attracted in. This 
can only Worsen our pres- 
ent situation, 

Rather than waste prec- 
fous time arguing over 
whether or not the air is 
fresher in St, Albert than 
it is in Edmonton, or sitting 
around waiting for the situ- 
ation to improve through a 
decrease in school enroll- 
ment, let us deal now with 
the taxation problem, If it 
means going to the Provin- 
cial Government and begging 
for assistance, then go we 
must en masse! If, on the 
other hand, amalgamation 
with Edmonton is the only 
solution then let’s get with 
it, Maybe consideration 
should be given tothe annex- 
ation of all properties to 
the south of us up to the 
city Umits, We may have 
to provide a real incentive 
for Edmonton to become a 
marriage partner taking into 
consideration our present 
financial situation! 

Incidentally I would like 
to know where all these sior- 
les regarding Jasper 
Place’s fate following amal- 
gamation originate from, My 
parent’s who happen to live 
in this community had their 
property tax bill reduced by 
$127, they have much im- 
proved bus service, recently 
paved streets in their dis- 
trict and amazingly enough 
are not the least bit upset 
by these developments,

I am prompted to write 
this letter as a result of 
Some misunderstandings 
that have arisen from the 
public meeting held on Oct, 
4, 1967, in St, Albert at 
which amalgamation of St, 
Albert with Edmonton was 
discussed, 

The Citizen's Amalgama- 
tion Committee believe this 
public meeting was most 
Successful and were encour- 
aged with (1) the high att- 
endance, (2) the stimulating 
discussion the report {nitia- 
ted and (3) the fact that 
additional public meetings 
on the amalgamation issue 
will be forthcoming early in 
1968, 

As stated in the report 
presented at the meeting the 
committee believes that the 
basic advantage of amalga- 
mation with Edmonton is an 
economic one - we will ben- 
efit financially from Edmon- 
ton’s much broader tax base 
(approximately 40% of Ed- 
monton’s taxes are derived 
from commercial and indus- 
trial assessment as opposed 
to about 7% in St, Albert); 
and the basic disadvantage, 
the loss of our local self 
government, The main 
issues appear to be clouded 
in a cloak of relatively min- 
or points « specifically ree- 
reation and services (snow 
removal, street mainten- 
ance, and garbage disposal), 

Some people are concern- 
ed that Edmonton taxes 
might possibly soar in the 
near future, The committee 
had only the past mill rate 
history of St, Albert and 
Edmonton to study; and 
based on this made two con- 
clusions: (1) St, Albert taxes 
will continue to increase at 
a quicker rate than Edmon- 
ton taxes, (2) Edmonton 
taxes will increase but not 
soar, Undoubtedly council 
will make more sophistica- 
ted projections of the future 
Edmonton and St, Albert mill 
rates and what these will 
mean in tax dollars and 
present their findings as 
part of their amalgamatiqn 
educational program,

For Day Nurseries 


Some years ago, a well- 
known psychologist found 
that a large proportion of 
juvenile delinquents had 
been separated from their 
mothers in early infancy, 
He also demonstrated the 
abnormal behaviour shown 
by babies brought up in in- 
stitutions, 

This work had some good 
effects - for example, the 
vigorous agitation against 


the strictly limited visiting 
hours which used to prevail 
in children’s hospitals, 

But there were some un- 
fortunate consequences, 

Widespread misinterpre- 
tation of this work led tothe 
popular belief that any per- 
{od of separation of mother 
from child was harmful, and 
this caused much unneces- 
sary anxiety in parents, Only 
recently has the hypotheses

Operation Grub Control 


Operation Grub Control 
was launched in the M.D, of 
Sturgeon at a Field Day held 
at the Lawrence Kluthe farm 
last Tuesday, Agricultural 
fieldmen Don England and J, 
Shenfield demonstrated the 
methods of applying grub 
control systemics on cattle, 
A portion of the Kluthe herd 
was treated with Negovon 
pour on and the reamining 
animals got a thorough 
Spraying with Co-Ral, The 
thirty farmers present were 
amazed with the ease and 
speed of the operation, with 
some 50 head of cattle being 
treated in less than a half 
hour, The pour on treatment 
Was applied as fast as cattle 
could be put through the 
chute with the application 
taking only a few seconds 
per animal, The spray oper- 
ation was equally as fast 
as the high pressure spray- 
er wetted the animals with 
one pass of the gun, 

Following the treatment 
of the herd, Stan Powers, 
district agriculturist, 
briefly outlined the value of 
grub control, He indicated 
that tests have shown that 
treated steers in a feed lot 
gain upwards of 1/3 of a 
pound a day more than un-

treated steers, Over a 120 
day feeding period, treated 
Steers would weigh an added 
40 lbs, on the same amount 
of feed consumed for an in- 
creased return of at least 
$10 per animal, Further to 
this he said that all cattle 
marketed during the spring 
are subject to a ‘grub dis- 
count”’ of one half to one 
cent a pound which constitu- 
tes a loss of $5, to $10, per 
head, In total a loss of 
some twenty dollars per 
head due to warbles which 
could be prevented by an 
expenditure of fifty cents, 

Mr, Lloyd Petersen, sup- 
ervisor of Pest Control for 
the department of agricul- 
ture, spoke to the gathering 
and outlined the technical 
aspects of chemical warble 
grub control and experien- 
ces of farmers in other 
areas in similar control 
programmes, He stated that 
in the Forestburg district 
the warble fly was virtually 
eliminated in a 5 miles 
Square area after two years 
of treating every head of 
cattle within that area, and 
remains! free of the fly for 
several years without 
further treatment, For ade- 
quate control he said, a 
community or district pro- 
gramme would have to be 
instituted to ensure that all 
cattle would be treated to 
prevent annual re-infesta- 
tion, 

Don England, agricultural 
fieldman with the municipel 


district of Sturgeon, then out 
lined his plans for establish- 
tg a ‘Control Area’ in 
electoral division number 5, 
He stated that he had obtain- 
ed the assistance of several 
farmers in that area to get 
all cattle in the areatreated 
on an organized basis, He 
stated that he and his assis- 
tant, J, Shenfleld, would be 
travelling through that area 
during the next month assis- 
ting farmers where necess- 
ary to apply the chemical 
and ensuring that all herds 
in the area would be treated 
He suggested that each far- 
mer treat his herd at atime 
most convenient to them- 
selves and not wait until 
visited by one of the field- 
men or district captains, 
Farmers wishing to apply 
a spray treatment rather 
than pour on were asked to 
advise him as early as pos- 
sible so that a spraying 
schedule could be arranged 
if necessary, He urged every 
farmer in the municipality 
to treat all cattle as early 
as possible to ensure they 
get good control with the 
least affect to the animals, 
Chemicals for treatment 
were being made available 
through this office to facil- 
itate the programme where 
they were not readily avail- 
able through retall channels, 

At the week end Mr, Eng- 
land indicated that the pro- 
gramme seemed well under 
way with numerous farmers 
indicating to him that they 
had treated their animals 
and many more were pure 
chasing chemical for treat- 
ment in the near future,
